MANY VICTIMS. 


Another Steamer Burned on 
the Mississippi. 


The Scenes of the Commerce Disaster 
Enacted Anew. 


Many Lives Lost—Death in Its Most 
Appalling Forms. 


The Number of Viciims Not flaitely Known, 
but is More Than Twenty, and May Bo 
Much Higher—Thrilling Story of 
the Captain's Death. 


By to The Times. 

New Or.eans, Dec. 25,—[ By the Asso. 
ciated Press.| ‘The steamboat John H., 
Hanna, from Ouachita River, with a large 
number of passengers, was burned last 
night at Plaquemine, La. It is stated that 
of 100 persons aboard only 14 are known to 
be saved. The John Hl. Hanna was built 
in Madison, [nd., in 1876, and hailed from 

ouisvilie, Ky. She was of 377 tonnage, 
alt, was owned by the Ouachita River Con- 
solidated line. She was valued at #15,000, 
and was insured for $12,000 in local and 
foreign companies. Capt. J. W, Blanks, 
president of the company, says that the 


latest advices he has are to the effect that 


the steamboat left Monroe, La., on Sunday 
morning at 6 o’clock, with 1900 bales of cot- 
ton. The Captain estimated that additional 
cotton had been picked up on the way down 
to make the number of bales 2500, Upon 
being questioned as to the number of pas- 
sengers on the Hanna, Capt. Blanks thought 
it was small, as there was little travel in 
this section at present. 

FRIGHTFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 
_A-special from Plaquemine tothe States 
says: The burning of the steamer John H. 
Hanna last night near this place was one of 
the most terrible river disasters that has 
ever happened in southern waters. The 
loss is very heavy. About thirty persons 

rished in the flames, and a large nuinber 
= mped overboard and were drowned. 
Among the lost are Capt. James 5. Holmes 
and First Clerk Samuei R. Powell. ‘Their 
bodies have been recovered. Capt. Holmes’s 
body was terribly burned. One of the deck- 
hands who escaped says that there were 
about 9 hundred persons on board, and 
that only about a dozen could be found 
alive. The engineer and pilot were saved. 
All who escaped were burned more or less 
severely. 

The boat was but a short: distance above 
town when a negro roustabout near the 
boiler-room ran out on deck and shouted 
that the boat was on fire. John Cullen, the 
stoker, was at his place at the time, and 
seeing flames bursting forth from the big 
tiers of cotton near the boiler, ran to the 
engine-room and gave the alarm, Engineer 
Merriman took in the situation at a glance, 
and at once soutided an alarm by blowing 
the steam whistle and ringing the bells. In 
an instant the flames shot through the cabin 
and over the sides of the cotton, enveloping 
the entire boat in fire. Clerk Powell was 
up-stairs at the time, and when he saw the 
flames he heroically ran through the smoke 
which filled the cabin and tried to ~ 

AROUSE THE SLEEPING PEOPLE. 

He kicked at the doors, andin ashort 
time almost everybody was awake. Then 
confusion worse confounded reigned, and 
the frantic ple ran to the different exits 
to make their escape. But the boat was 
piled high with cotton, and the passage 
ways were fiiled with smoke. Many 
dropped before they were able to get to the 
forward part of the boat, and were dead 
when the steamer went down, As soon as 
the fire was discovered, Engineer “Merri- 
man set the steamer’s pumps working, and 
tried to battle with the flames, but the fire 
swept through the boat like a blazeon a 
prairie, and the engine-room was soon in 
flames. Then to add to the consternation, 
a steam pipe burst and filled the place with 
scalding steam. The engineer was forced 
to abandon his post, and he and. the 
strokers and others ran wo the sides of the 
boat and rushed through peil mell to save 
their lives. As soon as the smoke and 
flames began to start up the sides of the 
boat, Capt. Jolles, the pilot, swung the 
wheel around and headed the boat for the 


shore. A full head of steam was on, and 
the t soon ran into the bank. 
Before she did s0, however, she 
was doomed. All her timber 


was furiously burning. When the steamer 
struck the bank she bounded away again 
and swung around, drifting down stream 
as she burned. Then Capt. Jolles jumped. 
out over the cotton-bales and, 8 ringing 
into the river, swam ashore. The sight 
wasaweird one, viewed from. the bank, 
and the town was aroused. Ffoating cot- 
top, charred timbers and other débris filled 
the river, and many people were struggling 
desperately in the water for their lives, 
Some of them were able to swim ashore, 
but most of them were so badly burned or 
thoroughly exhausted that they struggled 
but a few moments, and sank to rise no 
more. As the burning boat struck the bank 
of the river the crew and passengers who 
had been able to reach the forward end of 
the boat sprang ashore, some of them with 
scorched faces and bruised limbs, and many 
with scarcely any covering. 
THE CAPTAIN’S HORRIBLE FATE. 

Among those who managed to get off 
were Capt. Holmes and Bob Smith, the un- 
fortunate pilot of the ill-fated White, who 
was a passenger. Bothf!men were burned 
nigh unto death, and the story of the man- 
ner in which they suffered is most heart- 
rending. When the Captain jumped 
ashore he was horribly burned, aud in his 
frantic desire to be relieved from. the pain 
he was suffering he buried his face and 
hands in the soft mud and begged most pit- 
eously for some one to helphim. Smith 
was just behind and was laid out by the 
side of the dying Captain. Nothing could 
be done for the suffering men, and the two 
died together on the river bank. 

Piaquemine was not slumbering when 
the fire broke out, and when the discovery 
was made that the Hanna was burning, 
almost the entire town flocked to the river 
bank and watched the vessel burn. The 
struggling unfortunates who reached the 
shore were taken care of, and doctors and 
others came to their assistance and tried to 

ALLEVIATE THEI“ SUFFERINGS. 

The City and Central hotels and private 
houses were thrown open to all ill-fated 
people, and fed and clothed them until 
morning. The survivors telegraphed ac- 
counts or the disaster to their homes. No 
one saw Clerk Poweil, who displayed much 
heroism in waking up the passengers, after 
he had rapped at the doors, and itis quite 
positive | that he was burned to death, and 
went down with the steamer. No attempt 
was made to save apy of the steamer’s 
books. The papers and everything, to- 
gether with the clothes of the passengers, 
were lost. The boat burned rapidly after 
she reached the bank, and in a very short 
time after the alarm was given, she had 
burned to the water's edge. The bull sank, 
and nothing was left of the Hanna but 
floating timber and burning cotton. 

Holmes, 
captain; George Powell and James Gordon, 
clerks: Lew Kawlins and- Henry Jolles, 
pilots: J. H. Handley and J. C. Merriman, 
engineers: Daniel Carro!!, steward; Samuel 
Bryant, first mate; Mike Cussatt. second 
inate; John Gi bbon, sailor; Ben Duclos and 
Willie Higgins, barkeepers; Mrs. Demery 
and Mrs. Hunt, chambermaids; Jimmy 
Handley and Chariey T hompson, firemen ; 
John Rucker and Tom Cullen, stokers.:°

The survivors were wari in their praise 
of the humane people of Plaquemine, who 
spared no pains and money to furnish them 
with clothes and shelter, after their terrible 
experience. W. L. Brule, Mayor of the city, 
was especially kind to the survivors. None 
of the men could say what was the origin 
of the fire. The general impression, how- 
ever, is that some careless sinoker threwa 
cigarette among the cotton bales and thereby 
caused the disaster, 

SICKENING INCIDENTS. 

The death of Jolin Crafton, the carpenter, 
wasasadone. He was in the upper por 
tion of the boat struggling to get near the 
front end. ‘The flames were twisting and 
sweeping all about him. He tried to reach 
the bow, 
before seores of people, who were unable 

to render him any heip. 

The second baker of the boat said that 
Mr. Powell was near him when they both 
jumped into the water. Powell, who could 
not swim, climbed on a floating cotton 
bail, but two deck hands jumped on the 
bail, turning it over and throwing Powell 
into the water, and he disappeared. 

The boat was about fifteen yards from 
the shore when a great many people 
plunged into the river, and several who 
reached the bank in safety became bogged 
in the soft mud, and so intense was the 
heat from the boat that they were burned 
to death 
steep bank to the levees. The fire was so 
rapid that before the pilot had finished 


sounding three alarm whistles the entire . 


boat from stem to stern Was a roaring mass 
of flames,and 
THE SCENE WAS TERRIBLE 

in the extreme. 
the decks of the burning steamer like 
maniacs, and others, screaming at the top 
of their voices, threw themselves into the 
dark waters and were lost to sight in the 
twinkling of an eye. Thesecond barkeeper 


said that several persons near him strug- - 


gling in the water begged for help, but he 
could not render them any assistance be- 
cause the water chilled him to the marrow, 


and his clothing clogged his every move-. 


ment. 

A cabin boy who was assistant of the 
steward said the crew who were in the 
‘Texas were aroused from their slumbers by 
the flames which roared over them, and 
were compelled to dive headiong from the 
roof of the boat into the river, and many 
of them were burned to death while in the 

water. 

This evening the impression prevails that 
the number of lives lost may not exceed 
30, although, owing to the fact that the 
steamer’s papers were ail burned, it is diffi- 
cult to get at the exact number of people on 
board the ill-fated boat. 

On the arrival of the train in this city 
ambulances were at the depot, and all sur- 
vivors of the disaster who were suffering 
from severe burns were at once conveyed to 
the Charity Hospital. 

Steward Carroll says. that the last of the 
lady passengers on the boat coming down 
got off at aton Rouge. He claims that 
among the passengers that were aboard at 
the time of the fire were Capt. P. C. Mont 
gomery, Mr. Harpin of the board of under- 
writers and A. Drover and his sono. They 
were all saved. 

LATER—TWENPY-ONE LOST. 

LATER—The Picayune’s Plaquemine 
special places the number known to be 
lost by the Hanna disaster as five whites 
and sixteen colored. 

The names of additional persons known 
tobe saved are: Mary Ramsey, Priscilla 
Wright and Millie Tentry, colored pasa- 
engers; Will Marshall, a cabin boy, John 
Jackson and Thomas Garrow, both serieusly 
burned, 

There were on the Hanna 33 roustabouts 
and 11 belonging to the Josie W., which 
had been laid upat Monroe, Of these 33 
are known to be saved, leaving 11 unac- 
counted for. ‘The following are additional 
names of the lost: Jonn Barlow and Jim 
Blank (colored), rousters; Dick Blank 
(colored), messroom tender; Steplo John 
and Monroe Diggs, cooks; achild of Pris 
cilla Wright (colored). 

A BRAVE MAN’S DEATH. 

The ‘Times-Democrat’s special from 
Plaquemine gives the following account of 
the death of Capt. Holmes: “The brave 
captain met a most awiul death. He re- 
mained at his post of duty until every 
chance to save te lives of passengers was 
gone. Then he attempted to swim to the 
shore, but it happemed to be boggy where ne 
landed, and he was seen to make frantic 
efforts to extricate himself, without avail. 
The burning boat was fast nearing him, 
and, while be was up to his knees in the 
mud, he put his hands up to pretect his 
face from the intense heat. It was an 
awful moment for those on shore, who were 
making every endeavor to relieve him with 
skiffs and with ropes from the bank. One 
nab went out to him, and placed a box be- 
tween him and the flames, to protect him 
from the increasing heat. Hesaid: ‘Never 
mind me; I’ll be dead in a few minutes, 
anyway.’ He was finally freed from his 
terrible situation by tying a rope around 
his body and dragging him on the shore, 
but too late, as he died half an hour alter 
being rescued.” 


Butchered His Mother and Sister. 
MuskoGeeE (I. T.), Dec. 25.—A terrible 
tragedy occurred on Sunday night five miles 
west of here on a farm occupied bya widow 
named Johnson and her fourchildren, A 
10-year-old boy went to a neighbor’s on a 
visit on Sunday, and when the returned 
home*in the evening he found his mother 
and 12-year-old sister dead, their heads hav- 
ing been beaten into a pulp with a large 
club which lay on the floer. . A 35-year-old 
baby in the house was alive. ~The eldest 
son, aged 16, was not to be found, and as he 
is known to be rather a hard character and 
had frequent quarreis* with his mother, it is 
posed that he, in a fit of rage, commit- 

ras the murder.

POLICE FORCE. 


The Boys Don't Know Where They 
Stand. 
The Board of Police Commissioners will 
meet at Mayor Bryson’s office this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, when it is expected that 
the list of officers and appointments for the 
ensuing year will be made pyblic. Mr. 
Cooney, however, will hardly take charge 
of the office-before next Monday, as his 
bond has to be approved by the Mayor and 
Council. Much interest is felt in the action 
of the board,which has been the principal 
topic of conversation about police head- 
quarters for some days past, and since the 
election of Mr. Cooney but little else has 
been tabked about, all sorts of stories being 
freely circulated. Among these stories is 
one to the effect that the list of officers was 
made out by Mayor Bryson and Mr. Kuhrts 
before Cooney’s election, and that the latter 
has had nothing whatever to do with 


the selection of the force, being, 
in fact, merely regarded by the 
majority of the ard as their 
executive officer to car out their 


orders. It is said that when Mayor Bryson 
assumed the duties of his office, he at once 
asked the Police Clerk to furnish him with 
a complete list of every man on 
the pay-roll of the department, and, 
as r. Bryson was not personally 
acquainted with the men, and was not fa- 
miliar with their records, he submitted the 
list to ex-Mayor Workman, with the request 
that he would go over it and point out the 
men who should be removed. Mayor Work- 
man, itis claimed, complied with the re- 
quest, designating those who ‘“‘were no 
good, and who should go by all means,” 
with a cross mark, while opposite the name 
of others, against whom there were no 
serious objections, but who might be re- 
placed with better men, he put a straight 
mark. Those officers that he thought 
should be retained for the good of the ser- 
vice were left open. This marked list was 
then returned to Mayor bryson, and he and 
Mr. Kuhrts held a session on it, when it 
was probably further amended, but to what 
extent could not be ascertaine 
Another story is to the effect that certain 
of the best officers on the force have been 
spotted, and that the edict has gone forth 
at they will have to go, among those 
mentioned being Bosqui, Hawley and 
Auble. Whether this report has any foun- 
dation in fact or not, it has caused consid- 
erable commotion from the fact that sev- 
eral gamblers have been very loud in their 
talk recently that they would now get 
even, and that they would see that 
neither of these officers should wear a star 
during the coming year. Besides this, sev- 
eral keepers of second-hand joints, and 
other disreputable places, have openl 
boasted that they had “influence” enoug 
to bounce these men, who have caused them 
trouble. and one of them actually put an 
advertisement in the Democratic organ 
offering special prices for the uniformsof 
discharged policemen, mentioning these 
officers and Capt. mis by name. The 
“trouble” that these eiflicers have caused 
consisted of finding stolen goods, which 
they forced the ‘“‘shylocks’” to return to 
their owners, and in raiding gambling- 
houses and cleaning out ‘“‘macs,’”’ under 
the direct orders of the Commis- 
sioners, doing their duty faith- 
fully and well. Even the men who are 
clamoring for their dismissal, do not deny 
that they are good officers, but say that they 
“want to get even,’”’ which is perhaps the 
highest recommendation an officer can have. 
Of course this may be only a “bluff” on the 
part of these people, and it is more than 
probable that such is the case, as the same 
thing has been attempted before, but should 
it turn out to be so, it will open upa very 
fine field for speculation when the pre- 
liminary street talk and_ the subsequent 
action of the board indorsing and making 
effective the threats of this disreputable 
class are 
It is also said that Capt. Loomis must go 


entirely, and that he would not even be 


otfered the privilege of walking a beat, even 
if he wanted it, which he does not. Of course 
the Captain expected to give way to a Demo 
crat, in the natura! order of things, but 
thought that from courtesy alone, to say 
nothing of common justice, that this would 
be tendered him. 

In regard to the captaincy, there has 
been some talk to the effect that it would be 
offered to Chief Benedict, if he would ac- 
cept, but the great majority look upon it as 
a forgone conclusion, and that it was ar- 
ranged, even before Cooney’s election, that 
Emil Harris was to have the piace, as a 
concession to Mr. B. Cohn, and as a peace 
offering to heal any soreness that might ex- 
ist between that gentleman and Mr. Kubrts, 
over the former’s defeat for the presidency 
of the Ceuncil. 

Of one thing, however, there is no doubt, 
and that is that the police force is consider- 
ably demoralized over the uncertainty of 
the situation, and the sooner everything is 
settled definitely, one way or the other, the 
better it will be for the pudlic and the tax-

SPEAKS HIS MIND. | 


TAE INTERNATIONAL COM- 
PANY'S STRANGE DOINGS. 


Fraud and Sub-fraud—The Inspect- 
ing Agent for the Mexican Gov- 
ernment Speaks His Mind Frecly 
—He Tells How the Scheme Was 
Warked. 


Sunday’s@xaiminer contains the follow- 
ing story, which will probably bring the 
San Diego papers to the front with bleod 
in their eyes: 


Sefior Sanchez Facio, C. E., the inspector 
appointed by the Mexican authorities to 
investigate the affairs of the International 
Company of Lower California, is not 
pleased with the manner in which his Gov- 
ernment is acting, in failing to enforce the 
terms of the company’s franchise and pro- 
tect the unfortunates who have been vic- 
timized by purchasing lands to which no 
ood title can be given. ' He is of the opin- 
on that the dispatches published last week, 
stating that the company’s acts and affairs 
have been indorsed, were not authorized 
and are untrue. From private information 
he forms the opinion that the dispatches 
were manufactured and sent out by agents 
of the company. 
-. [he company was incorporated in Hart- 
ord, Conn., 
colonizing Lower California, one of the 
conditions of the Mexican grant of 14,000,- 
000 acres being that the company should 
settle at least fifty farhilies in each of two 
colonies within two years. Another con- 
dition was that the company should not 
transfer its contract or sell over 200,000 


acres in a body without the consent of the | i 


Mexican Government. 

Sefor Facio reported that both conditions 
have been flagrantly violated; that im- 
mense tracts havg been tirned over to sub- 
companies, such as the San Carlos, San 
Quentin, San Rafael, ee. and Lower 
California Investment, and three or four 
others, all, so Seflor Facio reports, organized 
2d agents of the International Company. 

oO survey has ever been made of the grant 
as a whole, and even the sub-grants’ bound- 
aries are in considerable doubt, so that the 
purchasers in the latter would be badly 
tangled up, even if their deeds would hold 
water. 

MAPS MADE BY GUESS. 

The branch companies all present at- 

tractive maps, but the Inspeetor’s inquiries

Poor people, who have invested their lit- 
tle all, are the main sufferers, and they are 
rendered still more hopeless of late bya 
blockage in the courts of the two countries. 
The greater portion of the sales have been 
effected in San Diegoand other American 
cities, and these deeds the Mexican courts 
refuse to recognize because the “stamps,” 


as the Kepublic’s taxes on transfers are | ® 


termed, are not on them. 

This ends the question in Mexico, and all 
efforts to secure a trial of a case on its mer- 
its in Mexican cuurts have so far met with 
failure. 

The California courts that have been 
called upon to take upthe matter, uphold 
the validity of the deeds as far asthe 
stamp proposition goes, but cannot. settle 
the title question on account of the prop- 
erty being Mexican soil. 

GIVING HIS REASONS. 

Since Sefior Facio’s report to his Govern- 
ment was published, he has been over- 
whelmed with letters of inquiry from suf- 
ferers, and an answer to one of th 
a day or two ago, sets forths his conclu- 
sions and advice, while giving an idea of 
the state of affairs. 

Seiior Facio recounts the facts mentioned 
by him in his official report, gives his rea- 
sons for believing that the original company 
has forfeited its charter, and has no right to 
convey any title whatever to the land which 
it purports to sell. He says that the Inter- 
national Company could not transfer its 
contract without the consent of the Mexi- 
can Government; that it has noi maintained 
its legal residence and agencies in Mexico, 
as required by the Government’s conces- 
sions; that too much land has been sold to 
individuals, and uhat the number of families 
agreed on have not been settled in the colo- 
nies; that the Mexican Stamp Act has been 
evaded; that the sale of 200,000 acres to the 
San Quentin was a violation of article 21 
of the law of colonization; that lots which 
never existed were sold; that lots in a pub- 
lic square and that lots extending out into 
the ocean have also been sold. 

_Sefior Facio’s position is unenviable, to 
Say the least. He appears to have beena 
trusted and du!y accredited agent of the 
Mexican Government, detailed to investi- 
gate and report as to whether or not the 
Government was being dealt with accord- 
ing to contract. He performed his duty 
and transmitted his report, and now it is 
pigeon-holed and the Government takes no 
action whatever-on the shameiul state of 
affairs which he says exists.

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HEALTH HINTS, 


THE SANITARY DBPAKTMENT 
OF GOVERNMENT. 


Many Reasons Why the City Should 
Spend Money for Sewers—Dr 
Davis Advances Some Sound 
ideas on the Subject—Horse Sense. 


L—THE COSTLINESS OF PREVENTABLE 
DISEASE. 

Los Angeles is on the threshold of the 
most important period in its history—the 
formative period, in which laws, rules and 
precedents will be established that wili 
affect it for all time to come. The next 
few years will decide whether we are to 
have one of the best er one of the worst or- 
ganized cities of the Commonwealth. The 
choice is ours absolutely, and there is no 
doubt but that the vast majority of our citi- 
Zeus are good citizens. But we must bear 
in mind that in all communities as much 
harm may resuit from ignorance and care- 
lessness as comes from vice and wilful 
crime. This fact is witnessed more, per- 
haps, 1. sanitary matters than in other de- 
partinents of government. The explapa- 
tion is that most people look on sickness 
and disease as dispensations that cannot be 
avoided. A defective sewer or mass of de- 
composing vegetation brings disease and 
death into the community, and lives are 
lost, worth thousands of dollars to the city. 
And the effect on the survivors, at the most, 
is explosive, transient indignation. 

It any officer robs the city of a thousand 
dollars, the whole community is aroused; 
he is deposed and’ punished, and — 
his party is wrecked for years through his 
crime, 

Yet the injury he has done the commu- 
nity is, even from a monetary standpoint, 
trivial as compared with the disasters of 
bad sanitation. 

As long as a citizen has a good constitu- 
tion, which saves hia personally from pre- 
vailing diseases, he hesitates at expendi- 
ture for general hygienic protection for the 
community. Under such circumstances the 
only way to induce him to subscribe his 
ounce of prevention is to show him that 
there is an immense cash profit in saving 
— and life. And this can easily be 

one, 

-A community is prosperous as its indi- 
vidual citizens are prosperous; whatever a 
manearns above his living expenses is just 
50 much surplus added to the general fund; 
if he earns jess than he costs, he is just so 
far a burden on the community. If a citi- 
zen capable of earning $500 surplus annu- 
ally dies 20 years earlier than he naturaliy 
should, the community actually loses the 

resent value of these annuities, or, with 

nterest, $5735. (1 quote largely from an 
address by Dr. Carroll, secretary New York 
State Board of Health). 

The money value of an individual varies 
with his earning capacity and his living ex- 
penses; and by a series of elaborate compu- 
tations we way closely approximate the 
prefits in the various classes of incomes. 

According to Farr,“the minimum value of 
the United Kingdom, men, women and 
children, is £159 per capita; that is, the 
value inherent in them as a productive, 
money-earning race.”’ With thisas a basis, 
we may safely estimate the minimum value 

of a human life in the United States, with 
higher wages and interest rate, at $1000. 

o the careless observer the reduction of 
a death rate from 22 to 21 per 1000 seems in- 
Significant. But taken in connection with 
the above figures and arplied to a city the 


size of our own, it means an annual saving | 


of nearly $100,000. That is, if $1,000,000 
were needed to put our city in such good 
Sanitary condition that one less death per 
thousand would occur annually, we could 
afford to spend this enormeus sum; for it 


would return us $100,000 a _ year, 
or per cent. the _ invest- 
ment, But, as Dr. Carroll remarks, 


“neither is the cost so large nor the profit 
so limited.” Ata far less expense, mor- 
oy has been very much more reduced. 
For instance, in France during the pist 
cenuury, the average length of life has been 
increased 10 years—an epetegation of 400,- 
000,000 years for the total population. 

In London, a hundred years ago, the 
death-rate was 50 per 1000; now it is less 
than 22—a saving of over 100,000 lives an- 
nually. This vast saving of life and mone 
was brought about at an exceedingly small 
cost for preventive measures and bygienic 
regulations, 

utin our considerations we must not 
neglect another item—the fact that for 
every death 26 serious cases of illness 
occur, aggregating two years of total ill- 
, bess; and the loss to the community is two 
years of money-earning capacity and the 
expeuses of two years’ sickness, Diminu- 
' tion of the mortality rate and of sickness 
go hand in hand; to whatever extent we 
— prevent the one we can check the 
other, 

At the present time the average mortality 
is about twenty-one per thousand annually. 
If human sanitary regulations could be 
made periect, and old age were the only 
cause of death, the rate would be only ten 
per thousand, While this ideal can never 

é attained, sanitarians agree that it is pos- 
sible, by proper hygienjc regulations, to re- 
duce the death rate to fifteen or seventeen 
perthousand. The enormous gain which 
wouid be accomplished by this reduction of 
dive deaths in twenty-one is hard to realize. 
Some conception of the financial gain may 
be had when we consider the figures above 
given. in the United States far more than 
one hundred thousand preventable deaths 
occur annually. If to these losses we ad 
twice as many years withdrawn from pro- 

duction by sickness, and the expenses of 
- this enormous sickness, the resu!t is appall- 
ing. Itis estimated that in cur country 
over two hundred and thirty million dollars 
is thus lost every year. Sir James Pajet 
estimated that the working people of Great 
Britain lose every week £20,000,000 by sick- 
ness. One-fourtn of this could be pre- 
vented, and thus £250,000,000 could be saved 
annually. 

A small part of such sums, 
expended judiciously in enforcing sanita- 
tion, would prevent this loss. For it is the 
results of diseases, which can be avoided, 
and ought to be avoided. | : 

Could any government or community 
find amore promising investment? Can 
stocks, or railroads, or trusts, pay such 
enormous dividends as result from practical 
Sanitation? 

A recent address of Dr. Gihon of the 
United States Navy contains the following 
very pertinent sentences: “City, State 
and Nation, vote liberally for educational 
purposes, and the people of this countr 
clamor for general education as one of 
their inalienable rights; but neither Na- 

tional Congress, State Legislature, City 
Council, nor the people, stop to think that 
education, which aims to develop and im- 
rove the mind, while’ wholly ignoring the 
y, will surely be pernicious to the child, 
and disastrous to the race. An articlein 
‘the Chicago Current, by Leroy Griffin, pert-° 
ineatly contrasts the consideration given 


to cattle and to children. An _  out- 
break of pleuro-pneumonia or hog 
choiera, prowptiy § becomes the | 


object of international concern, and com- 
missions are appointed with the widest lati- 
tude of expense to investigate and provide 
aremedy; but scarlet fever or diphtheria 
may decimate a community and the health 
officer Is left.to his own resources, and these 
are no money and littleauthority.” . . . 
“The secretary of your ' State Board of 
Health (i.e. Pennsylvania) has put into sig- 
nificant black and white the cost of your 
last epidemic of small-pox, that of 1870-2, 
and the small sum which might have pre- 
vented it; on the one hand $25,000,000, on 
the other $20,000. ‘There are many here old 
enough to remember the yellow fever out-_ 
break of 1854, for which ‘parsimonious sani- 
tation was to blame, and which in a few 
months inflicted upon this city (ie. Phila- 
delphia) a loss exceeding a century’s appro- 
priations for sanitary objects,” 

- The appalling scourge ef the present year 
in Florida could perhaps have n held in 
check by early and thorough quarantine. 
In view of its dreadful results, would any 


_ conceivable sum of money seem unreasona- 
bie, if ifs expenditure had prevented the 
epidemic. The striking epidemics of 


cholera, yellow fever and smallpox are 
mofe appalling to us than the more famil- 
lar—because ever present—zywotic diseases. 
While these three scourges have caused hun- 
dreds of thousands of deaths, greater devas- 
tation, more sickness and deaths have been 
caused by scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, 
malaria, typhoid fever, etc.; these diseases 
are always pregent, and their drain on hu- 
manity is constant. 

Butailof these diseases are preventable; 

but to a great degree, as will

Female Labor in California. 


_ Thethird biennial report of Labor 
Statistics of the State of California for 
the years 1887-1888, just issued, con- 
tains a large amount of interesting in- 
formation regarding the wage-earning 
classes of the State; their condition 
and prospects. The bere de- 
voted to female labor is*Specially com- 
plete and valuable, now that the ques- 
tion of profitable employment for 
women has taken such prominent place 


among the social problems of this and 


other civilized countries. It is only 
during the past few years that this 
question has assumed any importance 
on the Pacific Coast. Until quite re- 
cently, from Puget Sound to El Paso, 
the female sex has been so largely in 
the minority that women have occupied 
an exceptionally favored position, and 
have readily found opportunities to be- 
come heads of their own households. 
Furthermere, that chivalrous senti- 


ment towards the fair sex, which has. 


been handed down to us from the days 
of 49, when woman was a rara avis, 
has made the idea of her competing 
with men in the struggle for subsist- 
ence unpopular, and most of the work 


| performed by women in other countries 


has been done here by the ubiquitous 
Chinamen. These conditions have, 
however, become—at least in the more 
thickly populated sections of California 
—a thing of the past, and the question 
of what.to do with the girls begins to 
trouble families of small means in this 
country as much as in the East. 

The rate of wages paid to women in 
California does not compare so favor- 
ably with the rates paid in the Eastern 
States as do the wages of men, for the 
reason that Chinese come more into 
competition with the women than with 
the men. This is especially the case 
among seamstresses and in nearly all 
our factories. The coolfe is the irre- 
pressible foe of the female wage éarner 
in every department of labor which re- 
quires merely the skillful use of hand 
and eye. Hie will cook, wash, iron, 
sew and do everything in the line of 
work which, 1n other climes and under 
more favored conditions, is considered 
the exclusive province of woman. In 
other lines of labor the wages paid to 
females in this State are generally 
higher than elsewhere, such as teach- 
ers, artists, saleswomen, clerks, etc. 
As an offset to this, rent, fuel and 
clothing cost more in California than 
in the Eastern States. One great ad- 
vantage, however, which all our wage 
earners in California enjoy, is that they 
can work all the year round, not being 
compelled to lay up by intense heat in 
summer or extreme cold in winter. 

Inspection of a table published in 
the State Report, giving the wages of 
females, shows that the tendency in 
every field of manual labor in which a 
woman can engage is to limit her to a 
dollara day. Atthis rate a self-sup- 
porting woman has all she can do to 
make both ends meet. It is a never- 
ending struggle with her to procure 
the mecessaries of life, without the 
means to lay anything by for a rainy 
day. She hasto pay, at the lowest, 
from four to five dollars a week for 
board and lodging, which leaves her a 
margin of only from one to two dollars 


other expenses. 

A woman who has to depend upon 
her needle for a living is not better off 
in large cities of this State than the 
needlewoman in the Eastern States. 
In some departments, such as shirt- 
making, she is actually worse off. 
Where a woman can do the work re- 
quired she will usually be employed at 
a much lower rate of wages than what 
would be offered to a man, or what a 
man would accept. The supply of 
female wage-earners bears a far greater 
proportion to the demand, even here, 
than in the case of males. 
greatly to keep woman’s wages down. 
Men complain that as the sphere of 
workingwomen increases it makes in- 
roads upon their lines of labor, with a 
consequent reduction of wages. Tail- 
ors, boot and shoemakers, bookbinders, 
printers and other mechanics feel the 
result of thiscompetitioh. Lf women 
would or could uphold the of 
wages the men would not have such 


This tends | 


reason for complaint. The keen rivalry 


tor the means of living forces them to 
offer their services at rates far below the 
standard paid to men in the same line 
of business. Salesmen employed in 
dry goods, fancy goods, and similar es- 
tablishments, complain that women 
offer to-take their places at from one- 
half to one-third of the salaries which 
they receive. Instances are frequent 
where a young man and woman, stand- 


ing side by side in the same depart- | 


ment, the former receives double the 
salary paid the latter. It was giyen in 
evidence before the State Labor Com- 
mission that in a certain large printing 
establishment in Oakland, male proof- 
readers were paid $18 per week, while 
female proofreaders were paid only 
half that sum, or $9 per week. In the 
Same establishment, journeymen com- 
positors were paid $15, while journey- 
women were paid only $9 per week. 
The result of such competition is gen- 
erally the lowering down of the men 
instead of the leveling up of the wo- 
men. Men are by such a process often 
forced to quit the field, and seek new 
pastures. . 

In the dry goods houses. of 
Los Angeles women are. exten- 
sively employed at the salescoun- 
ters, but in San Francisco, Sacra- 
mento and other. cities this is not 
the case, except in a few establish- 
ments. In a great many occupations 
the ruinous competition of Chinese 
labor has degraded and lowered the 
price of white labor. This is notably 
the case in shirt-making, for which 
from 60 cents to $1.85 a dozen is paid. 
At 31.75 a dozen the best workwomen 
cannot make over $2.87 for the week’s 
work, 

As telegraph operators many women 
find employment, but the field is over- 
crowded. Asan instructor of youth 
woman has won her place to stand 
upon the same plane as man, yet in 
most States of the Union she receives 
a much lower rate of compensation. It 
is to the credit of California that a law 
has been placed on her statute books 
to prohibit such: unjust discrimination 
which reads as follows: ‘'Females em- 
ployed as teachers in the public schools 
of this State shall in all cases receive 


the same compensation as is allowed 


male teachers for like services, when 
holding the same grade certificates.”’ 
Factory girls are not numerous in 
California, and, as long as we have the 
Chinese with us, it is well that it 
should be so, if both are to be em- 
ployed in the same establishment. 
Managers of mills and factories are be- 
giuning to realize the fact that they 
must depend, in the near future, 
upon other help than the Chinese, and 
are trying to weed them out gradually. 
The avenues open to working-girls in 
the principal cities and towns in the 
State have, therefore, so far been 
much restricted. Workingmen have 
unions, lodges and benevolent associa- 
tions, so that, when out of work, or 
laid up by sickness, they are looked 
after and provided for. Working- 
women, on the contrary, have no such 


props, no such helping hands to fall: 


back upon. With a large number of 
self-dependent girls it is ‘‘root, hog, or 
die.” If defrauded, oppressed or im- 
posed upon, they have no one to pro- 
tect or succor them, no _ influence 
around or behind to ward off and 
shield them from the grasping, con- 
scienceless employer living on the 
produce of their unrequited toil. 

We: find, from this report, that the 
disgraceful ‘‘sweating’’ system, the ex- 
posure of which has recently created so 
much sensation in London, New York 
and Chicago, flourishes to a consider- 
able extent in San Francisco. Under 
this system, rapacious middlemen work 
unfortunate girls eleven hours a day, 
making ‘“‘cheap John’ clothing, at 
from $1 to $2.50 a week. A San Fran- 
cisco journal.did good work, afew 
months ago, by exposing a certain 
sweating coat-making concern of that 
city. 

One of the most interesting chapters 
of the report is that devoted to the 
question of domestic service, and the 
effort to reply to the oft-repeated in- 
quiry why girls will not become ser- 
vants, or domestic “help,” to use a 
more popular expression. It is shown 
conclusively that there is a great de- 
mand for servant girlsin California, 
and that nowhere in the world are they 
paid such good wages, yet it is a fact, 
patent to all observers, that American 
girls will enter into domestic service 
only as a last resort. They cultivate 
the notion, which society does much to 
encourage, that such service is menial, 
and it is impossible to convince 
them that standing behind a 
counter for twelve or fourteen 
hours a day, for a miserable stipend,.is 
not as healthy and profitable and con- 
ducive to future welfare as acting in 
the capacity of a well-paid and well- 
fed parlor or chamber maid. As re- 
marked, what is termed society does 
much to encourage this sentiment. 
Saleswomen are socially recoguized, 
except among our “four Qhundred;” 
seamstresses, milliners and factory 
girls are tolerated, but the ordinary 
servant girl is below where the line is 
drawn by ‘‘genteel”’ American society 


‘in ‘this advanced democratic era. 


Again, a man of standing and consid- 
erable means may marry a female 
occupying any position above this line 
without offending high-toned relatives 
and friends, but if he should marry 
a kitchen or achamber maid, cook or 
waiter girl, no matter how graceful, 
beautiful or talented, they would be 
dreadfully shocked, and as ninety-nine 
out of every hundred young girls ex- 
pect to marry well, they naturally ob- 
ject to thus handicap themselves in 
the matrimonial race. 

Other objections to domestic service 
are occasional ill-treatment and the 
long confinement to the house at the 
beck and call of every member of the 
family. 

In spite of such objections, however, 
there 1s no doubt that, all things con- 
sidered, about the most comfortably 
situated working girl in California is 
the domestic in a family of decent, 
humane, well-bred people. They are 
cared for in sickness, can save money, 
and are generally more healthy than 
their sisters in stores and — factories. 
While there are hundreds of girls look- 
ing for every opening as shop-girls and 


assistants, there are %, dozen ladies 
looking for a good domestic. |

How Christmas Day Was Observed in the Large

MARBLEHEAD (Mass.), Dec, 26.—12:30 
a.m.—[By the Associated Press.]

Masonic Hall on the second, and a skating 
rink on the third; the four-story Allerton 
block; the American Express building, 
Simons’s Variety store, the dwellings of 
Daniel Broden, George Church and Thomas 
Falls; Metcalf’s box factory and other 
buildings.

A SEA OF FIRE, 


Three Acres of Buildings Burned in 
Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 25,--| By the Associated 
Press.} A fire, which originated early in 
the forenoon in the works of the Jacobs 
Cordage Company, at Budd and Harriet 
streets, burned to ashes the factories and 
dwellings coyering three acres of ground. 
The fire spread rapidly in the building in 
which it started,and soon extended to the 
yards of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton road, which were filled with cars. 


‘These soon caught fire, and though but lit- 


tle wind was blowing, the intense heat 
from the wooden buildings and cars sent 
the flames bounding over a large area. 

The fire department worked , with desper- 
ation, but despite their efforts the works of 
the Betts-street Furniture ©Oompany, tlie 
Cen Furniture Association, and the 
Queen Twine Company, were soon in 
flames. From these buildings the fire 
spread rapidly to the adjacent dwellings, 
and several were destroyed before the fire- 
men could subdue the flames.

FIRST IMPRESSIONS. 


A Corner in Los a for Tendere 
eet. 
Written for The Times, 

We came from the far East a few weeks 
ago, and, like hundreds of others, we are 
exiles for health’s sake—victims of the 
cruel conditions of winter weather on the 
Atlantic Coast, and banished by the relent- 
less decree of disease engendered by 
life there.  |$ Having encountered 
cold rains in Pennsylvania, snow 
in Ohio, a lady-like blizzard in Indiana and 
bitter cold in Chicago, when we stepped 
out of our Pullman into the balmy air and 
summer sunshine of Los Angeles it was 


like having one’s being in the Elysian 


fields. One enthusiast had written us that 
it was like heaven. Captivated by the de 
lightful condition of earth, air and sky, we 


are ready to say yea, verily, as far as these 


natural charms are concerned; though we 
surmise there are many things even 
here in this celestial land that are not 
quite heavenly. 

Missing the faces of loving friends and 
the familiar haunts of our own home, 
dreading the lonely hours of the Sabbath 
day ina newcountry and wondering if we 
could sing the songsof Zion in a strange 
land, we went in‘o-a little chapel on the 
corner of Eighth and Flower streets. With 
the epening of the doora welcoming usher 
met us, and we were shown seats in the 
cozy room where a good many more tha 
two er three were gathered together, but 
where evidently a new congregation had 
made a worshiping place. We afterward 
found how new, since two years ago 
there was no congregation at 
all; not even the two or _ three 
having been gathered together. Now, there. 
is a commodious church almost ready for 
use and a pretty chapel thoroughly fur- 
nished, comfortable and inviting to all who 
wish to enter it; and this brought about by 
hard work on the part Of the young pastor, 
who, like many other good things found here, 
came from the East. The glorias and con- 


fessions of the _ liturgical service; 
the hearty singing; 
the prayers, marked by intense fervor and 


confident appeal; the sermon, lacking in 
none of the essentials of good preaching, 
but unqualifiedly excellent; these, with the 
kind words and the cordial greeting given 


the strangers within the gates, were what ~ 


we found in the pretty lecture-room at the 
corner of Eighth and Flower. The church 
is of the Lutheran denomination, but any 
Christian of any faith could find food in the 
teaching that we listened to, drawn 
from the text ‘Thou wilt keep him im per- 
fect peace whose mind is stayed on Thee.’ 
Modest, unpretentious, well equipped in-

Miss K., “I went one day into the hospital, 


on White Run. There had been a very - 


large number of wounded there, but all 
had been sent away except some who were 
too sick to be moved. As soon as I en- 
tered the hospital I was struck by the kind 
expression and the great pallor of the face 
of a young fellow lying in one of the cots. 
I said a few words to him; but, finding him 
very weak, l turned away deeply touched 
y his peaceful and cheerful bearing 
in the face of death or a crippled life. The. 
young man who was his nurse told me he 
was 18 years of age; he had been wounded 
in both legs-during the fight of the first oy; 
and, like many others, had lain on the fie! 
until the afternoon of the third day. Then 
thinking to make a_ last effort to 
secure help he raised himself on his 
left elbow and called out: ‘Water, 
water! Just then a_ Stray _ ball 
pierced through his right shoulder. After 
the fight was all over, be was brought te 
the hospital wounded almost to the death. 
Said his comrade: ‘As you see him now, so 
has he been every day. His suffering has 
been awful, but pot one complaint have we 
ever heard. He has been a comfort 
to us all, and such unselfishness and 
patience i have never seen in my life. Do 
you see that card on the wall? Well, ws 
boys think the secret of it ail is in that.’ 
I turned to the card, and this is what I 
read, ‘Thou wilt keep him-in perfect peace 
whose mind is stayed in Thee; because he 
in Thee,’ ’

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An Express Car Robbed on 
the Central Pacific. 


The Messengers Forced to Open the 
‘Safe at Pistol’s Point 


The Robbers Thought to Have Secured 
Thousands of Dollars. 


Terrible Ending of a Pleasure Party at San Fran- 
cisco—Six Persons Drowned in the Bay— 
More Victims of the Seatile Dis- 

aster Reported, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Trucker, Dec. 25.—[Byjthe Associated 
Press.] The express car on the east-bound 
overland lrain was robbed last night, two 
miles east of Clipper Gap. Bod Johnson, 
the express messenger, says he was sitting 
at his desk and his helper was. sorting out 
the packagesto be left at Colfax, when 
suddenly the glass transomes over the two 
doors, one on each sidqaof the car, were 
broken in simultaneously and two revolvers 
thrust through, covering both messengers. 
Johnson was compelled to open the door 
and let one of the robbers in, being ordered 
to keep one hand held up. The other rob- 
ber reached inside and unlatched the door, 
letting himself in. He then covered ‘the 
messenger while the first robber took from 
the safe’all the coin packages, which he 
placed in a game pouch slung across his 
shoulder, 

OFF WITH THE SWAG. 

Between Clipper Gap and Applegate the 
‘grade is heavy, and it takes fifteen minutes 
.torun two and ahalf miles. The robbers 
had no difficulty therefore in jumping from 

the train, and the entire transaction occu- 
pied less than five minutes. 

When the train stopped at New Engiand 
Mills, a tramp who was on the frant end of 
the baggage car ran forward and tola the 
engineer that the express car had been 
roobed. The conductors were notified and 
the party knocked at the door of the express 
car. ‘The messengers, who thought the rob- 
bers still on the train, would not open the 
door for some minutes. One messenger 
says he pulled the bell cord, but the engin- 
eers deny this, 

‘The messengers gave a description of the 
robbers, who were only partially disguised 
and were both yonue men. They were ap- 
parently well acquainted with the route and 
with the habits of the messengers. ‘The de- 
scriptions were telegraphed in different di- 
recéons from Colfax, and two tramps were 
heid as witnesses. ‘The loss may reach into 
thousands.

BERLIN, Dec. 25.—[By Cable and Asso 
ciated Press.| The burden of Christmas 
comment of the press and pulpit reverts to 
the anxieties prevalent at the same period 
for the last three years, and to the existing 
prospects of peace.

When the wor at visited the Vuican 
ship-building works at Bredonten on Satur- 
day he was greeted by 3000 workmen, who 
lined the approach to the works. A crown 
of laurels was offered to His Majesty, who 
in accepting it said: “I thank you. These 
are the first laurels that have been offered 
me. Iam happy to think they are laurels 
of peace.” 

_ When Lieut. Wissmann returns from vis- 
iting attends at Lauterborg the staff ap- 
pointments for the Emin relief expédition 
will be necessarily delayed until the Gov- 
ernment’s plans assume a more definite 
shape. 

BISMARCK STILL ACTIVE. 

The Chanceilor’s illness, which has given 
rise to alarmist rumors in the Progressist 
press and French newspapers, does not hin- 
der his work. He has wired his congratu- 
lations to Lord Salisbury the 
English victory of Suakim. Prince Bis- 
marck ignores the appeal of Sir R. D. 
Morier, rdish Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, to authorize an official contradiction 
of the charges recently made by the Co- 
logne Gazette, ot his having anti-German 
leanings and of having, while at Darm- 
Stadt in 1870, sent the first news of the ad- 
vance of the Germans across to Moseile to 
London, whence the news reached Bazaine, 
The English embassy does not expect that 
Prince Bismarck will direct the semi-oflicial 
press to adopt a more moderate tone. On 
the contrary, they think unless the objects 
of attack are attained he may order a more 
aggressive attitude assumed. 

DICKERING, FOR A LOAN. 

Herr Bleichroder, the banker, privately 
entered Friedrichsruhe yesterday. It is 
surmised that his visit is for the purpose of 
consulting with Prince Bismarck in regard 
to the coming imperiai loans. Immediately 
after the visit, a Frankfort svudicate, which 
was arranging a loan of 7,000,000 marks for 
the Bulgarian Government, received official 
notice that the issue of such a loan wouid 
be impossible in German territory. 

CHANGESIN THE ARMY. 

More changes are being madein high 
military commands. Gen. Winterneldt, 
Governor of Mayence, has been retired, 
Gen, Yeibnitz replacing him.

A COLLEGE GIRL. 


What She Wrote from “Down East” 
to Her Parents Here. 

Los ANGELES, Dee. 20, 1888.—[To the 
Edifor of Tux Tives.] Thinking the fol- 
lowing extract from the letter of a Wel- 
lesley College girl to her parents, who 
have lately come to live in your beautiful 
city, might be of interest, I take the liberty 
to send it to you. M. H. L. P. 


“Monday I went with a party to Concord 
and Lexington, under the auspices of the 
history department. Nearly 60 of us went 
in barges, with two of the history teachers 
who had been over the ground, and they 
gave us a bit of lecture. The first thing of 
interest which we saw was the elm tree 
and house where the soldiers from Boston 
were given hot coffee on their way to the 
battle, 1t is justas likely that they got it 
there as anywhere, for both looked old 
enough. Then we stopped at Walden 

nd, where Thoreau lived during bis 

amnous exile. We saw the foundation of 
the hut which he built, and Miss Knop gave 
a little account of his life. Then we went 
on to Concord. We saw Wright’s Tavern, 
where the British had breakfast, they say 
and itis just the same, with the addition o 
an ell. It certainly looks ancient. “The 
Old Manse,’ the original of Hawtborne’s 
‘Mosses from an Old Manse,’ was near by. 
Then we weut to ‘the bridge. Unfortu- 
nately, it is not the same bridge over which 
the battle was fought, butit is at the same 

lace. On one side is thestatue of “The 

inute Man,’ where the Americans stood. 

It is really a very fine thing, of bronze. It 
is not inscribed at all, but on the pedestal is 
cut the verse: 
- the rude bridge that arched the flocd, 

Their flag to April’s breeze unfurled, 

Here the embattled farmers stond, 

And fired the shot heard round the world.” 

On the other side of the bridge is a gran- 
ite shaft, on the spot where the first of the 
British is supposed to have fallen. A little 
to the right, near the fence, isa little en- 
closure of chain and pest where two Brit- 
its soldiers are buried. We atayed there 

uite a little while, and then proceeded to 

exington by the road on which the British 
retreated after the battle at Lexington— 
that is, the way by which they went from 
Lexington to Concord. Here and there, on 
the way, were stone tablets set up, telling of 
ints of interest. which occurred either 
there or near OY; We made several steps 
onthe way. ‘The firstwas ina cemetery. 
We found upon a hillside, close by each 
other, Thoreau’s grave and Hawthorne’s 
._ grave, which is marked only 5 stone at 
each end, about a foot high. ear them is 
the Alcott lot. There were five graves, 
three of them with a headstone about a foot 
high, marked with initials; one. was Mrs. 
Alcott’s grave, and the other two the graves 
of Beth and Amy, as they are called in 
“Little Women:” 1 believe the real names 
were Elizabeth and May. The two un- 
marked graves were Bronson Alcott and 
Louisa Alcott, who died so recently [I sup- 

se they haven’t put up any stones yet. A 

ittle further on. wecame to Emerson’s 
grave. This.is marked by a mass of 
rose quartz, just as it came from the 
uarry, and not even an initial onit. We 
ound Emerson’s house, an ordinary white 
square white house, and then about half a 
mule further on came to Bronson Alcott’s 
house, the scene of “Little Women.” 
was surprised to find how little Miss Alcott 
had drawn ov her imagination in her de- 
scriptions in the book; it is very much like 
it, indeed. The lady was kind enough to 
let us enter and showed us Amy’s room, 
and there on the doors and window-sashes 
were the very pictures in lead pencil which 
are spoken of in the book. The lady, who has 
only had the house a year or two since the 
Alcotts left it, and who is a relative, told 
. us that Amy papered the room herself. She 
also told us a good many things about Miss 
Alcott and her sisters. Only the oldest one 
is left, I believe. She lives somewhere in 
Concord. We went into Miss Alcott’s own 
room. It is only an ordinary room, with 
the exception of one or two painted panels, 
done by one of the sisters. In the yard, 
just by the house, is an odd little affair, 
‘Hillside Chapel,” which was, and is, the 
outward abode of the famous Concord 
School of Philosophy, though whether it is 
now kept up since its center, Bronson 
Alcott, is gone, I don’t know. We wenton 
a few rods and came to Hawthorne’s home, 
which is now owned by Lathrop, the pub- 
isher, aS a summer residence. rs. 
athrop, who is quite famous asa writer 
for children under the name of “Margaret 
Sidney,”’ kindly threw open her house to 
us. The study is left nearly as it was in 
Hawthorne’s time. lt was up ina sort of 
tower, approached by a steep, dark stair- 
case. She showed us into the rooms which 
he refers to in his writings, and 
made it very pleasant and interestirg to us. 
I think those peopie are very good to let 60 
irls tramp over their houses in this way, | 
or of course they don’t receive a cent for 
it, and they allow the Wellesley party to do 
it year, though noticed that they 
were obliged to have the legend in their 
front yards: ‘“‘Trespassers not allowed.” 
On arriving at Lexington we saw the bat- 
tle-ground, which is fenced in, and a monu- 
ment of course. People seem to havea 
mania for monuments and with along in- 
scription telling of everything that has 
ever happened or is going to happen. Lex- 
ington is quite a large town, with many fine 
residences, and not a little countiy place as 
I supposed. It was now about 3 o’clock, 
and we went to the Massachusetts House 
while the horses were baited, and we were 
given sandwiches and coffee. . This is the 
same house which was at the Centennial. 
lt was brougbt up here in sections, plas- 
tered, and is now used asahotel. We left 
here about 5, and came home through Wal- 
tham. We werein Waltham about 7, and 
stopped in front of the watch factory to see 
the operatives come out. ‘This was quite a 
sight. It is a monstrous building, 
and at a rough guess’. should 
say employed about two thousand people. 
Just as the clock struck 7 wecould see 
every one start from his or her place, the 
six quite good-sized doors were thrown 
open, and men and women came out on a 
dead run, as though their only wish were 
to get far away in the least possible time. 
At first 1 thought it must be unusual, and 
that there wasa fire, but it seems tbat un- 
less they get out by a certain time the doors 
are shut and they are fined. The building 
was cleared in about three minutes. We 
reached the college about 7:30, and 
as 1 know you are interested in all my 
“doings,” I have written you this descrip- 
tion, which I know is not very graphic, but 
hope you will not be bored.

UNITED STATES SIGNAL SERVIOE 
WRITE-UP 


A Few Reasons Why Southern Cali- 
fornia Is God's Own Country— 
Why the Temperature Here Is 80 
Kven—Facts Figures Direct 
from Headquarters. 


The great difference of climate between 
the Pacitic States and the rest of the Union 
is due toan obvious cause and to another 
less universally understood. The one which 


_is impressed on the minds of every one who 


has made the journey across the eontinent, 
whether in a palace car or painfully driv- 
ing his team as of old, is the great ranges 
of mountains, which, under the varied 


names of the Rocky, Sierra Nevada and 


Sierra Madre, partition off the Pacific Slope 
from the rest of the country as effectually 
as a board fence divides two neighboring 
yards, 

The blizzards which sweep over the Mid- 
die and Atlantic States take their rise 
within the Arcticcircie, either on the steppes 
of Siberia, or far to the northward of Alaska 
—just where has not been accurately de- 
termined, Coming down through British 
America they run along the mountain chain 
as ariverruns along a bluff, till swerving 

to the eastward they are first tele- 
graphed from Manitoba and Dakota, and 
alia onward to the Atlantic seaboard. But 
one ot these cold waves could no more 
swerve tothe westward and flow over the 
Kocky Mountains to the Pacific Coast than 
the Mississpi River could climb the bluffs 
along its banks and inundate the couutry 
lying behind them. 

The other cause producing the great 
mildness of the climate on this coast is not 
80 generally known. Everyone has heard 
of the guif stream of the Atlantic which, 
swirling around and down the west coast 
of Europe, brings warmth and prosperity to 
the great nations of the earth. But its 
counterpart exists in the great Pacific cur- 
rent, which, sweeping from equatorial re- 
gions up past the coast of Japan, swings 
around by the Aleutian Isles and the coast 
of Alaska, and carries @ mild and equable 
temperature along the entire west coast of 
the American Continent. While Califor- 
nia owes its exemption from storms 10 the 
protection afforded by the mountain ranges 
to the east, the mild warmth of its atmos- 
phere is directly due to the influence of this 
great current of the oc@an, 

Being thus fenced in and cooped up ina 
snug, warm corner by itself, the Pacific 
Coast would seem to have little to do with 
the storms that rage far beyond our borders, 
Yet this is not, the case, The coid waves 


that flow down east of the Rocky Moun- } 


tains, and the dark rainstorms that gather 
far to the north of Vancouver’s Isiand, all 
have close connection with the interests of 
the State, and all are well looked after and 
discourited in their effects, 

The United States Signal Service, which, 
plays so importanta part in the current news 
ot the Eastern States, is not so much noticed 
out here, The climate. fer nine months of 
the year isso uniform that the very exist- 
ence of a signal service is forgotten, while 
for the — months most of the inbab- 
itants take it as it comes, not caring much 
just when the rain gets here so long as it 
does not fail altogether. 

Yet the service on this coast not onl 
plays an important part in its uniform col- 
jection of scientific facts and statistics from 
which new laws may be gathered, but is 
also of the greatest practical use to these 
in many branches of productive industry. 
For instance, the raisin industry is vastly 
indebted to the signal service for timely 
notice of imperding rains. ‘These raisins 
at Kiverside, Fresno and other places are 
spread out on frames over roods of land to 
be dried in the sun. lf they get wet, they 
spoil just like hay in the Kast. But if a 
storm is recorded as creeping down the Pa- 
cific Coast, warning is given by the signal 
service, the fruit is stacked and covered, 
and thousands of dollars worth of property 
are thus saved annually. 

By the way, it 1s a curious fact that al- 
moet ail the rains that visit Los Angeles 
are general storms. Very few local storms 
are generated in this section of the State, 
and these storms which take their rise in 
Central California never pass south of the 
Mojave desert. They seem to dry up and 
dissipate over its torrid area. 

The storms thatcome to this section, as a 
rule, take their rise in the northeastern 
Pacific, where the warm current from Japan 
meets® the chilly current that flows south- 
ward from Bering’s Strait. They roll along 
southward along the coast; are first re- 
ported in British Columbia, then in Ore- 


gon,-whence many of them pass on-south-- 
bee past San Francisco to Southern Cali- 
ornia, 


There is anether way in which the signal 
service is a great buon to the residents of 
the coast. Notices of the of 
storms and cold waves east of the 
Mountains are to the 
signa! offices he ‘hey at once notify 
the railroad lines, and the firms engaged in 
the shipment of fruit, and the shipments 
are then delayed tili the extreme cold is 
passed and the danger of the truit bein 

spoiled and damaged has been obviated. 
1 "hole carloads of oranges are thus eften 
sidetracked to wait till the weather permits 
their being forwarded without being frozen. 

The office in Los Angeles 1s under the 
charge of G. E, Franklin, who has been on 
the coast for four years and in the signal 
service for eleven years, His office is a 
nee: one upon the top floor of the new 

‘ilson block, where it was moved last No- 
vember from its previous location in the 
Baker block. 

From the windows the Sierra Madre 
range is seen, capped at present with snow. 
These mountains, of course, exert an influ- 
ence upon the climate, the rainfall increas- 
ing steadily from the sea to their base. 

Tpon the roof he has his ihstrifments, ba- 
rometers, thermometers, rain-gauge and a 
machine by which the velocity of the wind 
is continually recorded op a roH of paper in 
the office below. The variations of the 
barometer are far less than on the Atlantic 
Coast. Its normal height is about thirty 
inches, and during the heavy rain of De- 
cember 21st it only fell three-tenths of an 
inch. The direction and velocity of the 
wind are also strikingly uniform, except in 
case of storms, the daily laud an sea 
breezes following each other with unfailing 

ularity. 

“he observations taken here are published 
in the daily papers, and given to the rail- 
road companies, the Board of Trade and 
the fruit shippers. Other parties are also 
sometimes furnished with copies when they 
ap ty for them, 

The reports of the office are sent to San 
Francisco, where they are collated and 
forecasts of the approaching weather made 
“and sent to the different stations. The 
office is also directly connected with the 
chief office at Washington, 

Mr. Franklin says that the rainfall for the 
present season to date has been 10.09 inches,
